New York, Oct. 10.—The two lady angels— 
according to a prominent Protestant Epis- 
copal clergyman they, were the only two 
either on the earth or in the heavens above 
the earth—are no more. They were the 
purest, most modest; and most innocent 
angels on earth, so J. Gutsen Mothe-Bor- 
glum, the sculptor, says, but their end was 
violent and harrowing. 

Their bodies were found mangled, dismem- 
bered, and disfigured by the first workmen 
who reported this morning at the cathedral of 
St. John the Divine on Morningside Heights. 
Those who on the day before had been the 
Angel of the Annunciation and the Angel of 
the Resurrection lay in fragments ali around 
Belmont chapel. On a pile of refuse from the 
sculptors’ chisels lay the twelve foot star- 
board wing of the annhunciation, broken into 
a hundred pieces. The other three wings 
were likewise smashed up. 

All over the unfinished flooring of the chapel 
were pieces of arms, legs, and busts. The

He 
felt that he could make no effective altera- 
tions of the figures and decided that the only 
thing to do with them was to break them to 
pieces. 

“I did all the work on them myself,” he 
said, “‘and I decided to undo it all myself. 
I went to the cathedral yesterday with a 
mallet and chisel and smashed them pretty 
much all to pieces. 


. Feels Like Vandal, He Says. 

“TI must confess that I felt like a vandal 
while I was wrecking them. But I was de- 
termined that figures designed for the deco- 
ration of a cathedral should be put to no 
other use. I did the work thoroughly, and 
am giad I did it. The only parts of the 
statues that I saved were the hand holding 
a lily and the faces. These I shall keep In 
my studio. I had a photograph taken of the 
statues before I destroyed them, and I shal] 
keep these likenesses.’’

George W. Catt’s Proviso Put Into 
Effect at New York. 


SEQUEL IN ODD FUNERAL. 


Remains Sent to Dissecting Table for 
Purpose of Experiment. 


New York, O¢f 10.—[Special.]—When the 
will of George W. Catt, late president of the 
‘ Atlantic Dredging company, was read today 
at his residence the following clause was 
| found im it. 

‘“It is my wish that my body be given to 
the medical college in which anatomy and 
surgery are taught nearest to the place of 
my demise, to he used by it in such manner 
as will be most conducive to the advancement 
, of medical and surgical knowledge.” 

In ideas, both Mr. Catt and his wife, Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, the woman suffrage 
leader, always have been in advance of cur- 
rent notions. To Dr, E. H. Mayne of Brook- 
lyn, who as anintimate friend attended him 
in hje last ifiness;.he often said: 

** Medical and surgical colleges labor under 
‘the difficulty of finding matertal for their 
studies. Most of the material they get Is 
poor and not normal. I think it a waste for 
& perfectly normal body such as mine to be 
thrown away after my death, when it could 
do so much for science.” 


Body Taken to Oollege. 

Today the funeral services were held at 
‘Mr. Catt’s late residence by the Rev. Dr: 
Minot J. Savage of thé Church of the Messiab. 
The usual burial service wis read. Every- 
thing was just as at any other funeral ex- 
cept that instead of being taken to a ceme- 
tery, the body was left at the New York Uni- 
versity and Bellevue Hospital Medical col- 
lege. The dean of the college, Dr. Lefevre, 
received the body, which was taken to the 
dissecting room. The wreaths which had 
beem on the coffin were distributed among 
the patients In Bellevue hospital. 

An autopsy will be performed tomorrow by 
Dr. Erdmann of Dr. Bull's sanitarium, who 
operated’ upon Mr. Catt. It will be witnessed 
by a number of the best known surgeons of 
the city. After the autopsy the body will be 
turned over to Dr, Stewart for dissection. 

Dr. Stewart said tonight that a much more 
thorough study will be made of Mr. Catt’s 
body than of any other ever dissected. He 
said that the case was the most unusual that 
had come to his knowledge. Dr. Mayne has 
arranged for the cremation of the body when 
the anatomists have finished their study 
of it. 

‘ First Case of Wealthy Man. 

It was said at the college and at the board 
of health that this was the first time a 
wealthy man had willed his body for pur- 
poses of dissection, 

Mr. Catt’s death occurred last Sunday, fol- 
lowing an operation for gall stones. 

Mr. Catt, who was a civil engineer of na- 
tional repute,.was born in Davenport, Ia., 
in 1860. He was instrumental in making the 
hydraulic system of dredging commercially 
successful. He organized later the Atlantic, 
Gulf and Pacific company, an association 
of engineers and contractors, of which he 
was president. Bhe company has 4 *5,000,- 
000 contract for harbor work in the Philip- 
pine islands and §2,000,000 worth of coast 


work.

Enamored of Mrs. Poores. 


Mrs. Poores and her husband, Edward, 
lived in the gecond story of the house at 1258 
Sixty-first street. Poores is employed In 
Swift's packing plant. For seven menths 
Newcomb had been paying attentions to the 
woman, and for the last six weeks the twe 
had been together much of the time. 

The woman also had a number of other 
suitors. Among these were Blue and a lame 
porter known as “Crip” Luce. Mrs. Poores 
is said to have jilted Newcomb a week ago 
under threats by her husband, and New- 
comb became desperate. Several times he 


had threatened to kill the woman: 


The crazed negro found her at-5:30 o'clock 
last evening in the eompany of J. C. South, 
also colored, in her house, in front of hig 
own. Newcomb went to a pawnshop and 
exchanged his watch for a revolver, Then 
he returned, and, without warning, burat 
into the room where the two were sitting and 
fred three shots at Mrs. Poores. She died 


almost instantly. 


Shoots Two Men. 

Newcomb then took up his further wild 
career of shooting. Rushing down the staira 
and from the house, he ran across Sixty- 
first street and into the saloon of A. 1. 
Lurie, 6106 State street. His revolver was 
swinging in his hand as he entered the door 
saloon. Inside he found “ Crip”

Women and men scrambled to shelter as 
the negro passed. He continued to swing 
his revolver and shout warnings as he ran;

second floor, and locked himeelf in.

Richard A.. McCurdy of the Mutual was the 
star witness before the Armstrong legisla- 
. tive committee today. 
for the entire afternoon but beyond the 
pronunciation of general disclaimers con- 
cerning the company’s excessive expenses 


mation was obtained from him. 
The most interesting feature of his testi- 
mony was his definition of an insurance 
company as a great, beneficent, missionary 
institution—a - philanthropic 


policy. holders but for the good of mankind 
‘in general. Its duties, he declared, were to 
increase atid spread its benefits: over the 
entire earth. 


Duty Is to Spread. Itself. 

“There has been a great mistake made,” 
he said, * about the real province of life in- 
‘surance companies in these later years. Peo- 
‘ple have been led to believe that the main 
‘purpose was to make money for its policy 
holders.. In my view that is not the purp se 
of such companies.. They are eleemosynary. 
When a man insures in a company he should 
take into. consideration the fact that he has 
entered a great philanthropic concern that is 
in dut ybound: to spread itself, even though 


expected.” « 

Asked if he applied these principles to the 
Mutual he replied that he had tried, but was 
forced by competition to a more practical 
Lew of view. 


TAs $90,000 to Campaign Funds. 
.. Viee President Gillette, who was on the 
stand earlier in the day, announced definitely 
that the Mutual contributed $40,000 to the re- 
publican national committee last fall, that 
{n° 1900'$35,000 was contributed, and in “1896 
$15,000 was given for campaign purposes. 
Dr. Gillette testified that he paid these 
amounts personally in cash, and later Mr. 
McCurdy ‘saff that while he knew campaign 
contributions had been. made he did not know 
the amounts. He said that no contributions 
had been made to campaign committees be- 
fore 1896, and that no contribution to 
state or municipal campaigns ever had 
been. made in this or any other state. The 
contribution “of $2,500 to the congressional 
campaign committee Mr. McCurdy said he 
knew nothing about until it came out in the 
testimony last week. ‘ 


No Check on Expenses. 


An interesting statement was made by 
Robert Olymphant when he was on the stand 
early in the day. Mr. Olymphant is chair- 
“man of expenditures and he could not tell 
what: the $25,000 items drawn to his order 
were for beyond that they were for legal 
expenses. He said the company maintained 
a confidential fund for expenditures for 
which no voucher was taken and no receipt 
was received. These payments were made 
upon the assurance of an executive officer 
that “they were al] right.” . 

Vice President Granniss also was on the 
stand in the morning. He knew little about 
the contributions to campaign funds, but 
justified them on the game ground as Presi- 
dent John A. McCall of the New York Life, 
that the free silver plank in the democratic 
platform was a menace fo the interests of 
the palicy holders. 


Assumes All Responsibility. 


He assumed the entire responsibility for 
the terms of the contracts with C. H. Ray- 
mond & Co., by which that firm made such 
large profits. When the method of the ex- 
penditure of the $25,000 items was inquired 
into, Mr. Granniss admitted that the gen- 
eral solicitor could get $25,000 any time he 
wanted it without disclosing for what pur- 
pose he wanted it and without rendering any 
account of it. He further said he never 
knew where a cent of the money spent by the 
general solicitor went. 

In taking up a detailed list of the company be 
expenses Dr. Gillette said that it last vee 

paid $72,000 for luncheons for the Pr ec sad 
ir. is a custom for@the company to furnish 
their clerks with luncheon. This is at the rate 
of about $250 a day. 

In a tilt between attorneys as to whether 
A. C. Fields, superintendent of the supply 
department, voluntarily would appear, Mr. 
Hughes, counsel for the committee, an- 
nounced that he would be subpcenaed if 
necessary. 

The sessions of the committee were termi- 
nated for the week at the adjournment today 
because of the death of S. Fred Nixon, 
speaker of the assembly, at his home in 
Westfield. 


Couldn’t Break Insurance Halter. 


There was the largest crowd that has at- 
tended any hearing of the comfhittee on 
hand at the opening of the afternoon session 
when President McCurdy took the stand. 

Mr. McCurdy said he was 71 years old 
and that he was a.lawyer, having been admit- 
ted to the bar of this state in 1856. He prac- 
ticed nine years and then went into thé insur- 
ance business quite by accident. 

He was attorney for the Mutual Life Re- 
serve company in 1860 when a contingency 
arose in the affairs of that company and 
he Was asked to accept an election as vice 
president until somebody else could be found. 

‘T had no intention,” said Mr. McCurdy, 

‘of leaving my profession, but I got the 
<P rb around my neck and never could 
break it.” 

He also was connected at one time with 
the Widows and Orphans’ Life Insurance 
company, of which Charles C. Raymond, the 
present head of C. H. Raymond & Co., the 
Mutual's general agents, was president. Mr. 
Raymond entered the service of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company shortly after the 
<a and Orphans’ company broke up 

i 


Didn’t Help Relatives In. 


Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether Mr. 
McCurdy had suggested to Mr. Raymond 
that he take Mr. McCurdy's son, Robert H. 
McCurdy, into the general agency when the 
later became a partner in the Raymond firm 
in 1884. President McCurdy said that he 
didn't have the faintest idea on this matter, 
it happened so long ago. Mr. McCurdy had 
nothing to do, either, with the entrance of 
Louls A. Thebaud, his son-in-law, into the 
Raymond firm after Robert H. McCurdy re- 
tired in 1803. 

In reply to questions he said that he never 
had been familiar with the contract which 
C. H. Raymond & Co. had with the Mutual, 
nor had he had at any time taken occasion to 
ascertain at what expense to the company the 
business of the Metropolitan agency was con- 
ducted. 

Mr. McCurdy said that he believed other 
general agents of the Mutual had relatively 
just as good terms as Raymond & Co. He 
could not specify these other agencies, be- 
cause the agency management had not been 
in a grgat many years under his charge. 


Mutual’s Agents Overpaid. 


Q.—Are you not aware that C. H. Raymond & Co, 
had been receiving a higher rate of compensation 
than any other general agents of your company ? 
A.—-No, lam not.

If they had not 
done the business they would not have got 
the profits.”” — 

Mr. McCurdy a¢knowledged that the amount 
of profits derived by the general agents de 
pended largely upon the percentage of com- 
missions allowed. 


Admits It’s a Duty to Economize. 

Assemblyman Rogers interrupted to know 
whether it was not Mr. McCurdy’s paramoun’ 
duty as the custodian. and guardian cf: th 
welfare of the policy holder to irquir 
whether policy holders are not being charge: 
excessively or whether the agenis are no 
deriving too much profit from their business. 
President McCurdy admitted that it was the 
duty of the Mutual’s head executive officer 
to ascertain whether the policy holders are 
paying too much, but he denied that he was 
expected to inquire into the private affairs 
of the general agent. 

Mr. McCurdy admitted that he had talked 
with Mr. Thebaud from time to time in @ gen- 
eral way regarding Raymond & Co.'s busi- 
ness, but he dented that he had ever inquired 
of his son-in-law what’his interest in the 
firm was. Mr. Hughes wanted to know 
whether it was not a surprise to Mr. McCurdy 
to hear that the general agency business 
netted Mr. Thebaud $147.000 in 1904. 


'Didn’t Check His Son-in-Law. 


“'Tt has been a surprise to me to know the 
facts,” said President McCurdy, “ because 
I didn’t know anything about it one way or 
the other." 

Q'—Did you have a notion of it? A.—Never had 
any notion of it. 

Qi—You had reason to observe, had you not, that 
Mr. Thebaud was making a good deal of money? 
A.—Not especially. 

Q.—You observed the natural evidences of pros- 
perity in his case?» A.—I had no doubt of It. 

Q,—Great prosperity it appeared to be, did it not? 
A.-~#No. 

Q:—Did you feel any special responsibility to the 
policy holders of your company by reason of the 
fact that he was your son-in-law? A.—Not more 
thain I would ff he was some one else’s son-in-law. 

Q.—Did you feel any sensitiveness with reference 
to that and a desire to ascertain that his contract 
should be particularly free from criticism’? A.— 
Well, 1 have not been lying awake fpr twenty years 
or more to think of any one particular subject in 
that company. I feel a sense of responsibility, an 
obligation to my board of trustees and the policy 
holders of the company everywhere to do my duty 
by ‘them as well as I know how every hour of my 
life. 

Objects to Fencing Match. 


Mr. McCurdy would not admit that the 
terms of compensation which allowed the 
Métropolitan agency to clear more than $200,- 
000 in @ year were excessive. He sald that the 
Mutual had to pay high commissions in order 
to hold its agents, 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether C. 
H. Raymond, or Robert H. McCurdy, or Mr. 
Thebaud ever had threatened to leave 
the Mutual and go to another company. Mr. 
MeCurdy replied that he did not believe that 
any of these men would leave him for any 
consideration inthe world. Mr. Hughes ques- 
tioned the witness further in regard to thfs 
matter, and finally Mr. McCurdy said: 

* O, you are wandering into all sorts of fine 
distinctions and analyses, Mr. Hughes. I 
cannot match you in fencing wits and I do not 
want to try.”’ 

Mr. Hughes assured the witness that he 
thought he would get the worst of it in any 
fencing match of that sort. Then he wanted 
to know again whether Mr. McCurdy knew 
of any conditions in the New York agency 
that warranted the pay ing of such large.com- 
missions. 

“T don't know of the conditions which exist 
with regard to the agency business in New 
York or anywhere else,”’ said Mr. McCurdy, 
impatiently. “‘I never,’’ he added, “ have 
tried to find out, because it never came within 
the obligations devolving upon me that I 
should do it.”’ 


Well, Then, What About Salaries? 


Mr. Hughes called the witness’ attention 
to the fact that the Mutual Life had been 
spending, in securing agency business, sims 
in excess of the estimate of cost on the pfe- 
miums, and Mr. McCurdy referred him for 
information on this subject to the company’s 
actuary, who had, he said, never pointed cut 
to him that the company’s expenses in this 
respect were unwise or injudicious. 

Remarking that the witness had not given 
anhy special attention to the agency depart- 
ment of the company or to actuarial matters, 
Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether he 
eyer had thought particularly about the 
question of salaries. This remark was greeted 
with laughter by the crowd in the council 
chambers. 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know what steps 
had been taken to increase President oa: 
Curdy’s salary from $100,000 to $170 0900 } 
1900, and whether hé himself had sugges’ ed 
the increase. Mr. M¢Curdy replied that he 
néver had requested arn increase of his salary 
in all his life; that the matter was entirely In 
the hands of the committee on salary. 


Thinks He Earns Big Salary. 


“Did the committee formerly bring it to 
your attention or did some individual, wheth- 
er you would be willing to have your salary 
increased?’ asked Mr. Hughes. 

The witness said that to the best of his 
recollection the committee on salaries was 
in session and asked him to come tnto the 
room. He went In and remained there while 
increases in other salaries were being dis- 
cussed.

He would much pre- 
fer, he said, to have somebody else do that. 

Mr. Hughts reminded him that he ought to 

do it in justice to himself. and then Mr. 
McCurdy read a statement showing how the 
Mutual's assets had Increased from $108,0v0, - 
000 in 1885, when he took office, to $457,000,000, 
the amount of the Mutual’s assets at present, 
2*.4 also-how there has been a proportionate 
increase in all the business of the society. 
He believed, he said, that the increase in 
salary ought to bear some relation to the 
increase in assets. 
»Mr. Hughes reminded the witness that 
when the assets had increased it had been by 
the use of money paid in by policy holders. 
Mr. McCurdy vubjected*to any. intimation 
that the money of the society had been used 
primarily for the purpose of reaping a profit. 
The modern conception of a mutual life 
insurance company is entirely wrong, he 
said. An institution like the Mutual is a 
great, beneficent “ missionary ”’ institution— 
a philanthropic enterprise. 


All for Humanity’s Benefit. 


The estimagion, said he, in which the life 
insurance companies have been held of late 
years has been an entirely wrong one. They 
have been held to be money making affairs 
for the sake of the policy holders and the 
annual return to him of his dividends has 
cbscured the whole object of a mutual life 
insurance company, what it is intended for, 
what it Is. 


Q.—Do I understand that you regard yourself as 
charged primarily with the duty of extending in- 
surance, although it may be extended at the ex- 
pense of the policy holder? A.—I do, that ts the 
view I take ofa life insurance company—that every 
person who goes in is insured on teat basis, and 
with that obligation, and that the object of that 
company fs to diffuse itself as largely as possible. 
Every person ought to understand when he takes 
a policy of life insurance that he is not doing it 
solely for hig own benefit, but that he is partici- 
pating in a great movement for the benefit of 
humanity. 

Q@.*You don’t propose to give insurance away 
do you?. A.—No, aithough some people say we do. 
We don’t do it if We can he]p ourselves. 

Q.—Has this matter of ph/ianthropy figured Jarge- 
ly in the circti!lars which the Mutual Life issues in 
order to induce peopie to insure? A.—Well, it is 
inferential. 

QO. —Well, directly have you ever stated to the 
people whom you ask to take insurance in your 
company that you do not regard your duty pri- 
marily to make. the transaction beneficial! to the 
policy holders, but that you are acting on an 
eleemosynary endeavor at his expense? A.—I think 
not—I think that much, particularly the ear!y, 
literature of the company all bears that construc- 
tion. 


Had to Modify Views. 

Mr. Hughés wanted to know how about the 
Mutual's literature for the last ten years, 
and also how it was that the true character 
of life insurance has been obscured when 

resident McCurdy had full opportunity to 
make it clear. Mr. McCurdy replied that he 
had done the best he could under the com- 
petitive circumstances. 

* Q.—Do you mean that it would not do to have 
your views on that subject too well known? A.— 
O, well, now, now, now. 

Mr. McCurdy said he meant that the other 
fellows were doing just as much to beat him 
as he was doing to beat them.

$205,389,823. This sum, enormous as it is, 
probably represents a greater percentage of 
profit for the capital actually invested than 
could be returned by any other commercial 
enterprise. 


Prove Profitable from Start. 

The great Equitable company has main- 
tained a capital stock of only $100,000, al- 
though its gross assets at the close of busi- 
ness on Dec. 31 were put down at $413,953,020. 
In the case of many of tnese insurance com- 
panies no money at all actually has been 
spent out of the capital to conduct the busi- 
ness, which has been profitable from the 
start, and which never has required any con- 
tribution from the original stockholders ex- 
cept the incorporative capital, which always 
was invested in interest bearing securities. 

lt is likely, in the opinion of insurance ex- 
perts, that the first result of the investigation 
in New York will be not so much a reduction 
of the amount of insurance people carry asa 
shifting of policies from one company to an- 
other. 

As a matter of course the three great cor- 
porations which hitherto have dominated the 
insurance field will suffer heavily. There 
has not developed anything which would cast 
any doubt upon their solvency. On thecon- 
trary, they seem to be almost impregnable. 
They have piled up millions upon millions of 
assets, represented by the best and most gilt 


edged securities. 

As a rule their policies are as favorable to 
the insured as those of any other company; 
and in some cases they are much more lib- 
eral. Nevertheless, it is evident that a great 
many people, possibly some hundreds of thou- 
sands, will cancel their policies, or at least 
will fail to renew when they expire, in the 
belief that they are paying more for their 
insurance than they should. 


Big Three Bound to Suffer. 

The companies under investigation have 
been proved to have been permeated with 
rottenness and with extravagance, and this 
fact, even although there has been no im- 
pairment of the actual resources, and al- 
theugh all contracts will continue to be ful- 
filled to the letter, seems to be taken by 
most people as proof posftive that they 
have been charging too much for their insur- 
ance, and that the policy holder in the long 
run has paid a fancy salary and big commis- 
sions out of his own pocket. 

It jis probable, therefore, that when the 
reports are made up at the end of this year 
they will show a reduction of from 10 to 30 
per cent in the amount of business done by 
the three great companies already under 
investigation and a smaller decrease in the 
case of other large eastern companies which 
are popularly supposed to be managed on 
the same lines. It is probable the smaller 
companies, and those which have a special 
reputation for conservatism will be gainers 
by the break in business of the three leaders. 

The New York Life, the New York Mutual. 
and the New York Equitable had in force at 
the beginning of this year no iess than 
2,198,289 policies, calling for a total insur- 
ance of $4,002,004,926. I1f from 10 to 30 per 
cent of this enormous sum is to drift away 
from these companies, as their own mén 
admit is more than likely, it means that 
more than half a billion of new insurance 
is to be distributed each year, for a while, 
at least, among the smaller and more con- 
servative concerns. 

This is a possibility the presidents and di- 
rectors of those concerns are facing with 
becoming calmness. 


LIFE COMPANY LOSES SUIT. 


Administrators of Dead Policy Holder 
Win in Case Invoiving $11,400 
Against Ohio Concern. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 10—By a decision of 
the Supreme court today, John R. Sayler et 
al., administrators of the estate of William 
Stacey of Cincinnati, secured aqwerdict for 
$11,400 against the Standard Life and Acc!- 
dent Insurance company. The company 
claimed that he was blind in one eye at the 
time he applied for the insurance, a fact that 
was concealed and which would have called 
for a higher rate.

This disposition, however, was not shared 
by the great body of policy holders who are 
attempting to get some information as to 
the methods of the company’s officials. Their 
antagonism was aroused still further when 
Hervey B. Hicks, chairman of the examining 
committee, and twenty-five policy holders 
were excluded from the conference. 

The settlement of the case out of court, 
say the policy holders, could only benefit the 
company’s Officials, while they would be in a 
worse position than when the investigation 
was begun. 

“Manager Rosenfeld has declared repeat- 
edly that the company could not go on doing 
business and unless a receiver is appointed 
any settlement will be detrimental to the 
policy holders," said one of their number:

SHR WORK OF “FIRERUGS,” 


FLAMES DESTROY BUILDINGS ON 
. NORTHWEST SIDE. 


In Each Case Blase Starts in Hay 
and Feed Store, Spreads Rapidiy 
Through Inflammable Stocks, and 
Destroys Structure—Many Families 
Made Homeless by Burning of an’ 
Apartment House at 663 North 
Halsted Street—Loss Is $50,000, 


The work of incendiaries was seen yester- 
day in two fires on the northwest side of 
the city. Both started in hay and feed stores 
in which were large quantities of light, in- 
flammable material. The fires burned fierce- 
ly and quickly, entalling a property loss of 
$50,000. 


One of the fires wasina four story building 


at 663-665 North Halsted street. Apartments 
are in the upper floors, while on the-first 
is the Kemper Bros. company store. Will- 
iam Kemper, president of the company, was 
near when the flre started in its store. 

The contents of the store were good fuel 
and less than half an hour after an alarm 
had been sent in flames were issuing from 
the roof at the center of the structure. Ad- 
ditional alarms were sounded, but after driv- 
ing the flames from thé upper floors the fire- 
men. worked for hours in extinguishing the 
fire in the basement and first floor of the 
bullding.

SRR PROOF OF A MORDER. 


WITNESSES IN STREED CASE TES- 
TIFY AS TO CRIME. 


Testimony Intro@uced in Coroner’s 
‘Hearing Indicates Strongly That 
Man’s Death Was Due to Plot— 
Widew Gives Reasons for Belief in 
Conspiracy and Will Give Names to 
Prosecuting Attorney—Doctor Ex- 
plains Wounds.

Cambridge, Ill., Oct. 10.—[Special.]—With 
evidence pouring in to quash the theory that 
John V. Streed committed suicide, the cor- 
oner’s jury in the first real hearing as to the 
cause of death was bewildered today by the 
mysterious angles encountered in a close 
study of the murder, which now is practi- 
cally an established fact. 

In the testimony presented at the morn- 
ing and afternoon hearings it became ap- 
parent not only that the shot which caused 
the attorney’s death was fired by some other 
hand than his own,, but-.also that the bullet 
did not come from the weapon found by his 
side. The former fact was established by 
evidence showing that the fatal weapon was 


‘held at such an angle that the position could 


not have been assumed by a@ man intending 
to take his own life. — 

The latter conclusion was reached after it 
was shown that two fragments of lead re- 
moved from the dead man’s skull combine 
to make the total weight far in excess of 
that of a 82 caliber hullet, ‘the missile used 
in the revolver found on the morning of the 
crime, 

Mrs. Streed on Stand. 

For the first time Mrs. Luna G. Streed took 
the stand and stated her reasons for belief 
that her husband was omrurdered. She was 
preceded by Miss Lennea A. Larson, a stenog- 
rapher, who: was: unable to give information 
of importance.

A special commission of citizens was 
chosen yesterday by the commissioner of 


public work to investigate the harbor both 


| fh regard to encroachments of property own- 


ers on the river and lake and the manage- 


| merit of the city department. 


William Kent, former alderman; Sigmund 


| Zeisler, attorney; John F. Holland, presi- 
- dent of the Sixth Ward Republican club; 


William D. Kerfoot, real estate dealer and 


' former controller; and W. G. Walling, secre- 
' tary of the Western Trust and Savings bank, 


will compose the commission and will be- 
gin the investigation at once. 

The members of the commission wil! sub- 
scribe funds to pay the expense of the in- 
vestigation, which will be an unprecedented 
arrangement in official inquiries. 


Work Before the Commission. 


The most Important work is to discover 
what encroachments have been made on the 
lake and on the Calumet river; also to find 
stub ends of streets that have been seized 
by private corporations along the branches 
of the river. Surveyors will be employed 
by the commission for this work. It is ex- 
pected that over $1,000,000 worth of public 
space will be found occupied by copporations. 

The other object of the commission will 
be to. determine the efficiency of the present 
harbor force, and“some sensational results 


declared that the division has been mis- 
managed, for years and the expressicn has 
been made that the “entire bureau is rot- 
ten.” 

Col. Richard O’Sullivan Burke, head of 
the division, is now under charges before 
the civil service commission for inefficiency 
in connection with the alleged land grab of 
the Illinois Steel company in South Chicago, 
and if the investigation uncovers any simi- 
lar laxity in harbor inspection it will have 
an effect on Burke’s case. The charger 
were to come up Oct. 6, but Commissioner 
Patterson requested that the hearing be post- 
poned to Oct. 27. By this time the investi- 
gation’ of the special commission will be 
well under way. 

There are thirty-eight employés In the di- 
vision, and soldiering, it is believed, has 
been a common practice. The work of the 
harbor police will be looked into especially, 
as it has been reported that encroachments 
have been permitted for years without pro- 
test.

‘| My * ‘first business relations with Miss 
Haley began when she was expelled from 
the Women’s Catholic Order of Foresters 
several years ago because of remarks she 
made in a convention concerning other mem- 
bers,"’ the statement said. 


“ At that. time I felt that she was not en-— 


tirely to blame for what she said and I 
thought she should not be expelled. but rep- 
rimanded. She came to me with tears in her 
eyes for help. She pleaded with me that 
she was in destitute circumstances, and I 
pitied her. I furnished her money to t»ke 
her case to the courts, and when she wus 
beaten in the lower court I helped her t> 
take it to the Appellate court, where she won, 
as I thought she would.

Some officials of the erstwhile Barkeepers’ 
union, including International President T. 


| J. Sullivan, say that the reason the drink 


mixers threw over unionism is because they 
refused to be “‘affiliated”’ with the waitresses’ 
union, This affiliation was the purpose of Mr. 
Sullivan's trip from Hartford, Conn. 

But the rank and file of the defunct union 
talked differently at the meeting 

*“ Does a union help you to make acocktail 
or a gin fizzany better?’ argued one speaker. 
“Who ever heard of a bartenders’ strike? 
The idea is ridiculous. The union gets you 
nothing except trouble.” 

When the vote on dissolution was takena 
large majority of the bartenders were in 
favor of divorcing themselves from the labor 
movement. President Sullivan promptly 
revoked their charter. 

‘We will have a new union soon,” said he, 
‘‘and everybody will be drinaing union cock- 
tails once more.”’

Mr. Dunne Lontributes to Party 
Fund and a Few Others

Mayor Dunne sent his personal check for 
$300 to the democratic county committee yes- 
terday afternoon. At the same time an order 
was issued in the city hall strictly prohibiting 
the solicitation of campaign assessments in 
the classified service of the city. 

The two events indicate about where the 
city administration stands In regard to funds 
for the election next November. No assess- 
ment of the police or of any other. branches 
of the city government will be permitted and 
the politicians realize that Mayor Dunne is

With thé mayor’s $300 and what can be ob- 
tained out of the corporation counsel's office 
and from such city officials as Treasurer 
Blocki, it is estimated that the committee 
will be in luck to get $1,500 from the city hall. 


Mayor Tells His Position. 


“T have sent my personal check,”’ said the 
mayor during the afternoon. “ That its all 
I can do. There will be no assessments levied 
on the city employés for campaign funds. 
There will be no violations of the civil service 
law.”’ 

The commissioner of public works and other 
city officials backed this statement up with 
orders sent out to the bureau heads in which 
it was stated that the assessment and col- 
lection of funds would not be tolerated, It 
is lkely to be the first campaign in many 
years during which the police have not “ con- 
tribuied ” to political expenses. 


Republicans Nominate Alderman. 


The republican county central committee 
met in the afternoon and nominated John P. 
Stewart, 226 Warren avenue, for the vacancy 
in the city council left by the death of Ald. 
James Patterson. Mr. Stewart was chosen 
by Fred Blount.

the ward.

MURDERESS MAY ESCAPE DEATH 


Attorneys for Mrs. Rogers of Vermont 
Declare Sentence of Exgcution 
Has Lapsed. 


Washington, D C., Oct. 10.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Fitts of Vermont today entered a mo- 
tion in the Supreme court of the United 
States for the advancement on the docket 
of the case of Mrs. Mary M. Rogers, under 
conviction by the Vermont \courts on the 
charge of killing her husband at Bennington 
in 1902. 

He said that if the case should not be dis- 
posed of before Dec. 8 next great delay must 
necessarily result because of the conflict 
of the state and federal laws. The motion 
was opposed by Mrs. Rogers’ attorney, who 
contended that the proceedings against her 
have been irregular and illegal. 

‘‘ The Supreme court having taken jurisdic- 
tion, it alone ‘had authority to fix the time 
for execution, the time fixed by triafcourt 
having elapsed,"’ said counsel for the woman. 
“The Supreme court, however, did not stay 
execution of death sentence and did not fix 
a time for carrying it istoeffect. It now hag 
no jurisdiction to do so.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hoyt today entered a motion fn the 
Supreme court of the United States to ad- 
vance the hearing in the cases against the 
General Paper company and cthers and the 
eases against the American Tcbacco com- 
pany Both involve the right to compe! 
witnesses to testify under the Sherman ant!- 
trust law. The court took the motion under 
consideration. 

“The proceeding out of which these ap- 
peals arcse is of wide public interest and 
importance,” said the sclicitor general. ‘It 
is based upon the violation of the anti-trust 
law. The officers of two of these corpora- 
tions have. in this proceeding, refused, un- 
lees compelled. to discicse material facts 
and it Is necessary, a8 soon 4s pcssible. to 
determine the rules cf evidence upcn which 
this and other prcceedings of the kind must 
be conducted hereafter. 

“This is only one of a number of pro- 
ceedings pending at the instance of the 
United States government to punish or re- 
strain violations of the anti-trust law, and 
it is a matter’ of*commen kncwledge that 
similar questicns have been raised in some

He served as a volunteer in 
the British army during the Boer war and 
was returned invalided, afterwards securing 
a position in the Turkish tobacco revenue 
department. He is of an adventurcus dis- 
position and is known to have strong revo- 
lutionary tendencies.

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Elaborate preparations are being made for 
the exercises attending the instailation of 
Edmund Janes James.as president of the 
University of Illinois at Urbana. ‘lhe exer- 
cises will begin next Sunday and continue 
during five days. Some-of the most noted 
scholars and educators in the country will 
take important part in the program arranged 
for each of the five uays. 

There will be conferences on religious and 
educational subjects to which eminent 
scholars will contribute papers, academic 
processions, regimental reviews, torchlight 
processions by students, receptions, and 
other festivities. 

President James will deliver his inaugural 
address on Oct. 18. Addresses will be made 
also by Gov. Deneen, Samuel 8S. Bullard, pres- 
ident of the board of trustees of the univer- 
sity, and Andrew 8. Draper, New York state 
commissioner of euucation, and former presi- 
dent of the University of Illinois. 

Special services in the churches of Urbana 
and Champaign Sunday morning will mark 
the opening of the week's exercises. This 
will be followed in the afternoon by religious 
services in the armory, where the Rev. James 
G. K. McClure, president of the McCormick 
Theological semirary, will preach. 

Dedication of Woman’s Building. 

The women’s bulkling will be dedicated 
Monday afternoon. The dedicatory address 
will be delivered by President Lilian W. John-~ 
son of the Western College for Women. An 
informal reception and inspection of the 
building will follow. 

The university address will be delivered in 
the evening at the armory by Dr. Frank W. 
Gunsaulus, president of Armour Institute of 
Technology. His subject will be ‘*‘ Heroism 
of Scholarship.”’ * 

** The State and Education ”’ will be the gen- 
eral subject for discussion at the armory 
Tuesday morning. The speakers will be Law- 
rence Y. Sherman, lieutenant governor of 
Illinois; James Hamilton Lewis, corporation 
counsel of Chicago; and Robert J. Barr, 
mayor of Joliet.

TRUST COMPANIES 
MAY BE CENSORED 


Bankers Seem to Favor Federal 
Control or Inspection 
of Concerns. 


SAVINGS ISSUE TO FORE. 


Statistics of Accounts of Institu- 
tions Throughout Country 
to Be Taken. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—More than 
2,000 bankers -have registered at the thirty- 
first annual session of the American Bank- 
ers’ association, which convenes in the new 
National theater here tomorrow. Several 
meetings of sections were held today, when 
important action affecting various phases of 
the banking interest was taken. 

At the meeting of the trust company sec- 
tion the question of federal control of trust 
companies was referred to evasively. No 
one came out squarely in advocacy of it, 
but each speaker voiced decided sentiment in 
favor of adequate inspection, The savings 
bank section Voted to make an experiment 
in taking statistics of savings accounts 
throughout the country. A publicity sec- 
tion was organized and various committee 
meetings held. 

In his annual address to the trust company 
section President Potter said he did not wish 
to gd on record as to whether there should 
be federal control of trust companies, but he 
wished to emphatically urge ‘‘ frequent and 
rigid examinations, whether state or federal.” 

President E. J. Stellwagen of the Union 
Trust company of Washington, wanted the 
section to raise its standard for greater char- 
ter requirements along the line of the national 
bank act, “ to make it impossible for disaster 
born of carelessness, fraud, or corruption to 
overtake trust companies.”’ 


Would Conserve “Trust.” 

It was stated by Clark Williams of New 
York, vice president of the committee to 
secure state legislation for supervision of 
trust companies and to prohibit the use 
of the word “ trust ’’ by organizations which 
are not monetary corporations, that twenty- 
one states have specific supervision laws re- 
specting trust companies, while four states— 
Arkansas, Ohio, Tennessee, and Virginia— 
have no laws whatever as to trust compa- 
nies. In these four states are 112 trust com- 
panies and in the twenty-one states having 
laws are 751 companies. 

It was stated by E. T. Perrine, general 
manager of the Audit company of New York, 
that there are 1,547 trust companies in the 
United States, having resources aggregat- 
ing $3,802,000,000; 5,757 national banks with 
resources of $7,472,000,000; 1,157 savings 
banks with $3,175,000,000; total active life 
insurance resources something less than 
$2,500,000,000; currency in the United States 
treasury, $2,585,000,000; commercial value of 
steam railways, $11,250,000,000. From these 
figures it was deduced that the trust com- 
panies retain one-tenth of the banking power 
of. the world, estimated at $33,000,000,000. 

W. B. Ridgely, controller of the currency, 
advocated some system of federal control 
of savings banks, although he said this 
should not be “interference ’’ but “ inter- 
vention.”’ 


To Take Savings Statistics. 


The savings bank section unanimously de- | 


cided to begin the taking of statistics of 
money in savings banks, etc. The first statis- 
tics called for are to show the amount of 
money on deposit, the number of depositors, 
and the amount of interest paid on Dec. 81 
of the years 1908, 1904, and 1905. Should the 
response to this information be sufficient to 
make the statistics valhable the executive 
committee of the section is authorized to con- 
tinue the collection of the statistics, 
monthly or quarterly. It wasstated that the 
association has in its membership 70 per cent 
of the savings institutions of the country. 

Secretary Hanhart of New York stated that 
when President Roosevelt was police com- 
missioner of New York he had savings de- 
posit statistics compiled jointly with his en- 
forcement of the-Sunday closing of saloons. 
These statistics showed that the Monday 
morning deposits in the savings banks were 
much heavier-during the Sunday closing 
period than theretofore. 

The section authorized the appointment ofa 
new committee to collect Information and 
make suggestions looking to legislation in 
the various states which would legalize trust 
accounts and accounts in two names. The 
advantage of such legislation was admitted, 
but the members of the section were unable 
to agree on phraseology, which, in their opin- 
ion, would receive uniform interpretation by 
the various courts of the country.

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 10.—[Special.]—Steps 
which are expected to make Milwaukee an 
important point tn a great transcontinental 
railway system were taken today at the an- 
nual meeting of the board of directors of the 
Wisconsin Central. 

Furtherance of this plan was accomplished 
by the election of Newman Erb, a representa- 
tive of a number of eastern lines, and G. M. 
Cumming, president of the United States 
Mortgage and Trust company of New York, 
to the board of directors. The Erie system, 
through its control of the Pare Marquette 
line, the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
and the Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville, 
has traffic arrangements which carry it to 
Grand Haven and Ludington, on the eastern 
shore of Lake Michigan. Car ferries enable 
it to cross the lake to Milwaukee and Mani- 
towoc, and with the Wisconsin Central it 
will be able to reach St. Paul and Ashland, 
connecting with the Great Northern lines for 
the Pacific coast. This will give the Erie line 
a direct route from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
seaboards. 


Sale of Controlling Interest. 

Coupled with this story is the practically 
official announcement of the sale of the con- 
trolling interest of the Wisconsin Centrdl 
road, which ts part of the transaction neces- 
sary to the transcontinental scheme. It is 
also officially announced in the annual re- 
port that the Wfsconsin Central is the road 
which is now being built into Superior and 
Duluth, and the inference is given that the 
new road will seek to get into Milwaukee 
on its own right of way. 

The statement, which was given out after 
the meeting, follows: 

“New and strong interests have come 
into the Wisconsin property. No change is 
Intended in\the plans or policies of the com- 
pany; on the contrary, the company will 
be enabled to push its plans more vigorous- 
ly. Two changes have been made in the 
board of directors to give these new inter- 
ests representation. Newman Erb of New 
York and G. M. Cumming, president of the 
United States Mortgage and Trust com- 
pany, New York, are the new members of 
the board of directors.” 


Two Changes in Board. 

Newman Erb succeeds John Crosby Brown 
of New York and G. M. Cumming was elected 
to the place formerly held by Joseph 8S. Dale 
of New York. These were the only changes 
effected in the board of directors. The board 
of directors will elect the list of officers at a 
meeting to be held in New York next month. 
Among the largest stockholders present at 
the meeting were Newman Erb of New York, 
Rudolph Kleybolte of New York, and W. A. 
Brudford of the Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Louisville railroad company. After the meet- 
ing the board of directors started on a trip 
of inspection over the system in President 
H. F. Whitcomb’s private car.

P. Morgan & Co.; James J. Hill, president of 
the Great Northern; Samuel Spencer, presi- 
dent of the Southern railway; and F. D.

The annual report shows an increase of 
$1,004,050 in gross earnings and decreases 
of $473,012 from coal transportation and 
$7,464 from rents, leaving a net increase of 


$523,574.

BIG GAIN AT THE UNIVERSITY. 


Attendance of Students at Chicago Ex- 
ceeds That of Last Year by Near- 
ly 25 Per Cent. 


A gain of nearly 25 per cent in attendance 
ig. noted at the University of Chicago, accord- 
ing to figures officially announced yesterday. 
There are 2,325 men and women enrolled in 
classes at the institution, and registration 
of new students still is going on. 

Last fall there were 1,900 students in resi- 
dence at the school. The gain is 425. The 
largest increase is in the university college, 
the school for business men and teachers, 
though gains are made in every department. 

The new courses in railroading and insur- 
ance offered in the college department have 
increased the registration from 175 to 401. 
The freshman class numbers 748 members, 
as against 672 for last fall. 


NEW PAVING BIDS ARE LOWER. 


West Park Board Saves Money by Re- 
jection of First Offers for Ogden 
Avenue Contract. 


A saving of 8 cents a square yard on the 
paving of the Ogden avenue approach to 
Douglas park will be made by the west park 
board. The new bids which were received 
and opened yesterday average $2.02 a square 
yard against the bids of $2.10 a square yard 
rejected two weeks ago. Permission was 
granted by the drainage board to take black 
dirt for fertilizing purposes from the banks 
of the canal. President Eckhart had asked 
such permission because of the crippled 
financial condition of the wést park board.
